For over a year the King’s Baugh* 
ters of Andover, have been giving 
fnira, plays, etc,* with this object in 
view; their time, money, work -and. 
thoughts have been toward this end. 

How that the fountain is hero and 
run rang, Andover will certainly appre¬ 
ciate their efforts. Thanks are also 
due to the summer visitors and others 
Who so freely helped, and to the men 
who gave their time and labor in 
lying the water supply and setting up 
the fountain. 

The fountain itself is made of iron 
painted with aluminum bronze. It is 
10 feet 2 inches high and consists of 
a circular basin 4 feet T inches in 
diameter, set on a base 33 inches 
square, and surmounted by a post 6 
feet high in which is an e!e< trie light, 
the power for which is supplied by 
Frank McAllister. 

There are two streams of water 
which will ran conticnossly, and two 
faucets with cups for people to drink 
front; in thfe base is a small basin for 
dogs. 

The water comes from a spring sit* 
sated over half a mile away on the 
side of Farrington 11111, the source be* 
Isj 200 feet above the fountain.

Some ftnehs since in an, edb 
torial the Citizen tooh np the mb- 
jeet of rentals, and kindred mat¬ 
ters were touched upon, and a 
few facts ventilated. Because the 
matter has since received no at¬ 
tention, is not n sign that the 
issue has been forgotten- a fact 
the people will not let ns forget 
it, nor do we want to; nor will 
we, until the matter has been 
thoroughly threshed out and bet¬ 
ter conditions obtain. 

The Citizen is mindful of the 
fact that laws of business, writ¬ 
ten and unwritten, sanction 
shrewdness and foresight, and 
uphold men in getting the most 
possible out of their investments. 

’We have no desire to attach 
individual or corporation land¬ 
lords, the result of whose work 
has given to Kumford Palls a 
splendid residential section. On 
the contrary we would adminis¬ 
ter praise,, for their buildings arc 
well made, and the surroundings 
pleasant; hut if praise is to be 
meted out in the future, a change 
will be necessary in the rental 
system, for at present neither the 
corporation nor the people arc 
reaping just rewards for their 
investment and labor. 

Two fundamentals form the 
basis of moral and industrial pro¬ 
gression—good homes and good 
food for the people. These are 
not lacking in Rumford Falls, 
and in fact a splendid foundation 
for a continuance of a happy and 
prosperous community has been 
laid. But a storm is brewing, and 
unless the course is changed 
these foundations will not pre¬ 
vent the superstructure from be¬ 
ing wrecked, and the debris in 
the wake of the sidrin will din* 
cft&e the evidence of shrewdness 
run to waste —h/ving over 
reached itself. 

Those charged with the direc¬
